San Rafael City Councilman 
Fred Jensen, who led an un ­ 
successful cam p aign to ban all- 
night p arking in the city ’s resi­ 
dential areas several 
months 
ago, declared last night, “ I still 
feel the same as before I was 
crucified.” 
Jensen w'as referrin g to the 
jam-p acked m eeting of Jan. 18 
when the council unanimously 
decided to rep eal the all-night 
ban in the face of loud p rotests 
by citizens 
who 
comp lained 
they have no p lace to p ark cars 
if all vehicles a re ordered off 
the streets. 
Jensen at th a t time suggest­ 
ed that all those who have gar­ 
ages be required to p ark 
off 
the street, and others who d on’t 
have offstreet p arking p laces 
could get sp ecial p ermits. He 
said p olice could use discretion 
in tagging of cars p arked 
on 
the streets. 
City Atty . Albert E. Bagshaw 
declared th at in his op inion the 
law does not allow discrimina­ 
tion in tagging of cars on p ub­ 
lic streets. If one is tagged, all 
must be tagged, he declared. 
The m atter came up again 


last night with a rep ort on th e 
p arkin g p roblem from th e tr a f ­ 
fic advisory committee. One of

WASHINGTON (UPD — The 
House Foreign Affairs Commit­ 
tee formally approved a $4,- 
038,500.000 foreign aid authori­ 
sation today , cutting $136,500,- 
000 
from 
President 
Eisen­ 
hower's request and barring 
any assistance to Cuba. 
The measure would ban U. S. 
aid to Cuba unless the Presi­ 
dent specifically ruled such as­ 
sistance to be in the “national 
or hemispheric interest.” 


AID FOR CUBA 
Only $350.000 in technical 
aid had been programmed for 
Cuba in the administration’s 
new foreign aid proposals. 
The measure, which was ten­ 
tatively approved by the com­ 
mittee last week, faces efforts 
at furthed cuts in the House. 
The aid program is likely to 
have even rougher going when 
the appropriations committees 
determines how much actual 
money to put up for the fiscal 
y ear starting July 1.

Senator Charges Race Track Isn't 


Paying State All It Should Receive 


SACRAMENTO ( C N S ) - 
A highly unusual op inion, and 
one which could p resage a 
lengthy legal battle, has been 
filed with the State Senate in 
connection with the op eration 
of the Del Mar race-track in 
San Diego County . 
The op inion, written by Al­ 
bert E. Sheets, Sacramento at­ 
torney and sp ecial counsel for 
the Senate Fact Finding Com­ 
mittee on Gov ernmental Ad­ 
ministration, holds that both 
the Del Mar Turf Club, and 
the Del Mar Op erating Com­ 
p any , as well as Boy s Incor­ 
p orated, are tresp assers on 
state p rop erty . 


THE STATE OWNS the rac­ 
ing p lant at Del Mar through 
the 22nd District Agricultural 
Association. So far, total p ub­ 
lic funds inv ested in the p lant 
amount to ap p rox imately $ 5,- 
000.000.

Stanley 
Arnold 
(D- 
Susanv ilie) said the findings 
of Sheets “make it necessary 
for new' legislation at the 1961 
session if the 22nd District is 
to be p ermitted to earn rev ­ 
enues from the leasing of the 
race track.” 
The senator, who is chair­ 
man of the Senate committee, 
said it is not his intention 
to stop racing at Del Mar, but 
he does want to see that the 
state receiv es p rop er p ay ment 
for its p rop erty .

The Sheets rep ort main­ 
tains the 22nd District has no 
authority under law' to lease 
its p remises to Del Mar Turf 
Club, the only authority along 
this line being to arrange with 
such a corp oration for con­ 
duct of horse racing when in­ 
cluded with a fair, ex p osition 
or ex hibition. The race meet 
has followed the closing of 
the fair held each y ear. 


THE OPINION holds that 
with the lease being void, 
there is no way in which the 
legislature can v alidate it. The 
club has leased the p remises 
since 1936. 
Further, the op inion said 
that aside from the fact the 
22nd District did not have the 
p ower to make the original 
lease in 1936, the 1938 legis­ 
lature sp ecifically p rohibited 
any such leasing by any dis­ 
trict. Desp ite this p rohibition, 
the op inion holds a new lease 
was entered into by the dis­ 
trict in 1945. 
The district maintains the 
leasing agreement is a fran­ 
chise, but the op inion holds 
the so-called franchise w'as 
not a license but actually a 
lease. 
The op inion is being turned 
ov er to the state Dep artment 
of Finance and to the attorney 
general.

A Chair In The Freeway Can Lead 


To Tragedy Or High Drama

More comfortably off than 
most p eop le of this age, in­ 
deed. Well able to p rov ide my 
own medical care, the doctors 
would say . 
But I have a chronic ailment 
which p rev ents my cov erage 
by health insurance. 
It is 
necessary for me to use $ 10 
worth of drugs a week. I must 
see my doctor at his office 
twice a month, at $ 7.50 a time. 
My illness has acute ep isodes 
which hosp italize me for an 
av erage of 20 day s a y ear, at 
about $ 35 a day , including 
tests and ex tras. During those 
20 day s my doctor sees me 
ev ery day , at $ 7.50 a time. My 
ambulance bill for these trip s 
av erages $ 50 a y ear. 
My medical ex p enses so far 
are about $ 1,600 (six teen hun­ 
dred) a y ear — and this in­ 
cludes NO surgery , no con­ 
sultations, no sp ecial tests, 
and no sp ecial nursing care. 
It also assumes that my wife 
is in absolutely p erfect health 
and doesn’t see a doctor from 
one y ear’s end to another. 
This leav es me about $ 166 a 
month to p ay ev ery thing else 
on. including my tax es. Clear­ 
ly a sum that most doctors 
(and other p eop le) would con­ 
sider utterly imp ossible to 
make - do 
with 
by 
today 's 
standards. 
And if I get worse and re­ 
quire more care, what shall 
1 do? Sell my house, and have 
may be $ 5,000 left after buy ­ 
ing some shack? How long 
would that last? Or should I 
rent, at $ 70 or $ 80 a month? 
How do I know 1 won’t outliv e 
my resources? 
But if, as the Forand bill 
contemp lates, I and all who 
w ork p ut aside a small p art of 
their wages, and their emp loy ­ 
ers match this small p art, all 
their working lives, the risk 
will be distributed just as it 
is now in v oluntary p lans, as 
far as they go. The doctors 
will not have to care for elder­ 
ly p eop le free, as they assure 
us they do now, and those 
ov er 65 will be able to lay 
their heads on their p illows 
at night without the sp ecter 
of medical indigence coming 
to haunt them. 
Sure there’s going to be a 
lot more p ap er-work to it. 
Isn’t that a small p rice to p ay 
for such a just and desirable 
result?

Budget figures presented to 
the Marin County Board of Su­ 
pervisors today indicate a pos­ 
sible 26-cent increase in the 
county property tax rate. 
Michael 
Mitchell, 
assistant 
auditor, presented f i g u r e s 
showing budgetary r e q u e s t s 
would call for a tax rate of 
$2.494. 
compared 
with 
last 
year's $2.23 per $100 assessed 
valuation. 
The figures tabulated from 
requests submitted to the audi­ 
to r’s office, total $11,747,250 
for total county budget apart 
from the county library. The 
library budget calls for $452,- 
315. 
These proposed outlays com­ 
pare with $11.822,406 in^ the 
regular budget and $350,856 in 
the library budget last year. 
The higher rate would be called 
for, however, partly because of 
rebudgeting 
due 
to 
encum ­ 
brance of one and one-half mil­ 
lion dollars in the building 
fund for start of the county 
civic center, according to Mit­ 
chell. 
Mitchell’s projected figures 
indicate a general fund tax rate 
of $1.9543 (up 23.1 cents), capi­ 
tal improvement fund rate of 
46.26 cents (up 2.44 cents), and 
unappropriated reserve rate of 
7.71 cents (up 3.01 cents). The 
library tax would rise from 13 
cents to 14.88 cents.

The fund was established in 
memory of the Marin physician 
w ho died in May 1954. 
Dr. Donohugh s main com­ 
plaint about the leprosy situa­ 
tion was 
inaction, resulting 
from lack of interest and short­ 
age of funds. He released his 
blast to a newsman—and the 
Governor of Samoa summarily 
dismissed him. though his con­ 
tract had three months to run. 
Donohugh was ordered to leave 
the islands w-ith his family this 
week. 
However, on the advice of the 
Department of Interior, the 
governor stayed his deporta­ 
tion order until the U.S. Public 
Health Service sends a team of 
expert leprologists to Samoa, 
and Donohugh can present his 
evidence to them.

WASHINGTON (UPD — The 
House Foreign Affairs Commit­ 
tee formally approved a $4,- 
038,500,000 foreign aid authori­ 
zation today, cutting $136.500,-

hower’s request and barring 
any assistance to Cuba. 
The measure would ban U. S. 
aid to Cuba unless the Presi­ 
dent specifically ruled such as- 
i sistance to be in the “national 
or hemispheric interest.” 


AID FOR CUBA 
Only $350,000 in technical 
aid had been programmed for 
Cuba in the administration's 
new foreign aid proposals.

The aid program is likely to 
have even rougher going when 
the appropriations committees 
determines how much actual 
money to put up for the fiscal 
year starting July 1.

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The Lure of California has changed through 
the years, but whether gold, silver, sunshine or 
science, the strong pull has never diminished. 
And as each great wave of Argonauts has 
come, new needs have challenged the business 
community. Two banks have always stepped 
out to meet this change. They have shared a 
daring, a flair for service that have made them 
one in spirit since the feverish 1850’s.

In 1857 this became 
the Savings & Loan Society. 


The First Branch Banking 
Wherever there was a need, Wells Fargo soon 
opened an office, and their network in the 
Mother Lode was the first branch bank system 
in the Wrest. Through these banking and ex­ 
press offices, Wells F'argo weighed, stored and 
shipped countless millions in gold dust and 
bullion, both to the eastern states and overseas. 


The Overland Stage 
In 1858, the first regular East-West passenger 
and express service on land, the Butterfield Over­ 
land Stage, was established by a Wells F'argo 
associate. By 1856, these stages had become an 
important part of Wells F'argo business. F.ven 
in yiese early days, Wells F'argo and American 
Trust were doing business together. F'vidence 
is a Wrells F'argo receipt of 1861 for delivery 
of $905 to Visalia for the American Trust 
predecessor— the Savings & Loan Society. 


Urban Banking Expands 
This American Trust forerunner continued its 
pioneering in urban banking with the first 
systematic repayment plan for loans on real 
estate in 1858. 
There was no specific legislation relating to 
banking at this time, so several members of 
the society formulated and supported the first 
California banking law in 1862. These men then 
established the first bank under this a c t-th e 
San F'rancisco Savings Union. 


Rails Span the Continent 
Then the completion of the first transconti­ 
nental railroad in 1869 marked another change. 
It meant the end of Northern California’s iso­ 
lation from the national economy. The rails 
meant the riches of this great land could be 
shared with the whole country. 


The Family Trees 
The Comstock Lode brought fabulous new 
riches to California in the Silver Seventies. As 
sw ift changes in the economy meant more busi­ 
ness for more banks, the family trees of both 
Wrells F'argo and American Trust were growing. 
F'our of the Silver Kings-Flood, Fair, Mackay 
and O’Brien-established the Nevada Bank in 
1876 with the largest capital in the country. 
The first trust company west of the Rockies, 
the Union Trust Company, was formed in 1893. 
Both were major forces in the expanding Wells 
Fargo Bank. Tw'o of the biggest American 
Trust banks opened their doors, too. In 1875, 
the First National Gold Bank in Oakland, and 
in 1899, the Mercantile Trust Company in 
San Francisco. 


The Earth Trembled 
On April 18, 1906, the great tremor lasted just 
48 seconds, but it meant holocaust in a city 
90% wrood. But even earthquake and fire didn’t 
disturb bank business for long. Writh customary 
pride in “business as usual,” Wfells F'argo w ired 
its correspondents that funds w^ould be avail­ 
able “as soon as the vaults have cooled enough 
to open.” It was only a matter of days before 
Wells Fargo and the American Trust predeces­ 
sor were back in full operation. 


The Changing Land Around the Bay 
In the early Twentieth Century, the lavish land 
began to realize its vast potential and agricul­ 
ture became a science. In the cities fanning out 
around the Bay, the need for capital, the i^ed 
for a wider range of services marked the be­ 
ginning of branch banking as we know it today. 
Many of the towns had well-established banks 
who joined the American Trust family to put 
the full scope of metropolitan banking to 
work for their customers. By 1927, when the 
American Bank and Mercantile Trust became 
American Trust Company, the banking family 
included branches in almost every major com­ 
munity in the Bay Area. 
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Industry Grows 
Steel, minerals, salt, gas, oil, timber, food proo 
essing, were the foundation that made San 
Francisco the great business center of the West.

The Bridges Come

that checked the blow of the Depression. 
During this decade the circling cities were 
drawn closer by the first great bridges. 1934 
marked the beginning of the longest span in the 
world, the San Francisco-Oakland Bay Bridge. 
Not long after, the high singing beauty of 
the Golden Gate Bridge made Marin part of 
commute-land. 


Battleship Gray— The War Years 
World War II began and hundreds of thousands 
came to work in shipyards, supply depots, re­ 
fineries, tank factories. Massed in the Bay were 
troopships, freighters, tankers, great airplane 
carriers, battleships — this was one of the 
world's key ports. 
Here, too, servicemen and their families 
said good-bye and hello, and for many this was 
the remembered time that brought them back 
to stay. 


Westering Again 
Today, Northern California is in the midst of 
another major migration. The vast complex of 
the universities and specialized industries here 
has made this area one of two great scientific 
centers in America. It attracts new Argonauts 
as adventurous in spirit as the old, as eager 
for the challenge of change. 


The New World of Money 
Just as Wars and Westering have brought new 
people in growing numbers, it has brought new 
financial needs. The economic profile of the 
population has changed. More people have more 
income and they are learning new ways to use 
and conserve it. To meet these needs, Wells 
Fargo and American Trust have expanded their 
services into a new pattern for a new time.

It's Time To Pay Piper 
For Whatever Was Bought 


Paying the bill is often a difficult job, 
particularly if you aren't quite sure what 
was purchased* in the first place. Y et the 
time always comes when the accounts 
must be settled. 
We'd like to remind you that there 
are only 10 days remaining in which 
you can pay your bill to Uncle Sam 
without a penalty. To be more specific, 
if your 1959 income tax isn t paid by 
April 15. it will cost you more because 
of an added penalty. 
What you are doing, of course, is 
making a major contribution to that 
multi-billion dollar pot from which the 
federal government draws when some­ 
body here, or in some other part of the 
country, succeeds in getting some of the 
‘Tree” money which is handed out in 
Washington. 
It's practically impossible to find out 
just what bill it is that you are expected 


to pay. But it is all wrapped up in the de­ 
fense, welfare, space, farm, foreign aid, 
rivers and harbors and a score of other 
programs, both good and bad.

If you haven't already paid it, you’d bet­ 
ter hurry.

Senator Charges Race Track Isn't 


Paying State All It Should Receive 


SACRAMENTO ( C N S ) — 
A highly unusual opinion, and 
one which could presage a 
lengthy legal battle, has been 
filed with the State Senate in 
connection with the operation 
of the Del Mar race-track in 
San Diego County. 
The opinion, written by Al­ 
bert E. Sheets, Sacramento at­ 
torney and special counsel for 
the Senate Fact Finding Com­ 
mittee on Governmental Ad­ 
ministration, holds that both 
the Del Mar Turf Club, and 
the Del Mar Operating Com­ 
pany, as well as Boys Incor­ 
porated, are trespassers on 
state property. 


THE STATE OWNS the rac­ 
ing plant at Del Mar through 
the 22nd District Agricultural 
Association. So far, total pub­ 
lic funds invested in the plant 
amount to approximately $5,- 
000.000. 
Sen. Stanley Arnold (D- 
Susanville) said the findings 
of Sheets “make it necessary 
for new7 legislation at the 1961 
session if the 22nd District is 
to be permitted to earn rev­ 
enues from the leasing of the 
race track.” 
The senator, who is chair­ 
man of the Senate committee, 
said it is not his intention 
to stop racing at Del Mar, but 
he does want to see that the 
state receives proper payment 
for its property. 


AT THE PRESENT time, 
the 22nd District receives 
rental on the basis of a per­ 
centage of the Turf Club’s 
commission 
on 
the 
pari­ 
mutuel wagering. However,

previous reports have point­ 
ed out that the Turf Club 
does not pay any rent on park­ 
ing. food and liquor, program, 
admission, or other conces­ 
sions. The state, therefore, 
has failed to obtain reason­ 
able and fair payment for fa­ 
cilities provides, Senator Arn­ 
old holds. 
The Sheets report main­ 
tains the 22nd District has no 
authority under law to lease 
its premises to Del Mar Turf 
Club, the only authority along 
this line being to arrange with 
such a corporation for con­ 
duct of horse racing when in­ 
cluded with a fair, exposition 
or exhibition. The race meet 
has followed the closing of 
the fair held each year. 


THE OPINION holds that 
with the lease being void, 
there is no way in wrhich the 
legislature can validate it. The 
club has leased the premises 
since 1936. 
Further, the opinion said 
that aside from the fact the 
22nd District did not have the 
power to make the original 
lease in 1936, the 1938 legis­ 
lature specifically prohibited 
any such leasing by any dis­ 
trict. Despite this prohibition, 
the opinion holds a new lease 
was entered into by the dis­ 
trict in 1945. 
The district maintains the 
leasing agreement is a fran­ 
chise, but the opinion holds 
the so-called franchise w7as 
not a license but actually a 
lease. 
The opinion is being turned 
over to the state Department 
of Finance and to the attorney 
general.

A Chair In The Freeway Can Lead 
To Tragedy Or High Drama

More comfortably off than 
most people of this age, in­ 
deed. Well able to provide my 
own medical care, the doctors 
would say. 
But I have a chronic ailment 
which prevents my coverage 
by health insurance. It is 
necessary for me to use $10 
worth of drugs a week. I must 
see my doctor at his office 
twice a month, at $7.50 a time. 
My illness has acute episodes 
which hospitalize me for an 
average of 20 days a year, at 
about $35 a day, including 
tests and extras. During those 
20 days my doctor sees me 
every day, at $7.50 a time. My 
ambulance bill for these trips 
averages $50 a year. 
My medical expenses so far 
are about $1,600 (sixteen hun­ 
dred) a year — and this in­ 
cludes NO surgery, no con­ 
sultations, no special tests, 
and no special nursing care. 
It also assumes that my wife 
is in absolutely perfect health 
and doesn't see a doctor from 
one year’s end to another. 
This leaves me about $166 a 
month to pay everything else 
on. including my taxes. Clear­ 
ly a sum that most doctors 
(and other people) would con­ 
sider utterly impossible to 
make-do with 
by 
today’s 
standards. 
And if I get worse and re­ 
quire more care, what shall 
1 do? Sell my house, and have 
maybe $5,000 left after buy­ 
ing some shack? How long 
would that last? Or should I 
rent, at $70 or $80 a month? 
How do I know 1 won’t outlive 
iny resources? 
But if, as the Forand bill 
contemplates, I and all who 
work put aside a small part of 
their wages, and their employ­ 
ers match this small part, all 
their working lives, the risk 
will be distributed just as it 
is now7 in voluntary plans, as 
far as they go. The doctors 
will not have to care for elder­ 
ly people free, as they assure 
us they do now7, and those 
over 65 will be able to lay 
their heads on their pillows 
at night without the specter 
of medical indigence coming 
to haunt them. 
Sure there’s going to be a 
lot more paper-work to it. 
Isn’t that a small price to pay 
for such a just and desirable 
result?

ROSCOE DRUMMOND 
Here's How Nixon Would Use Vice 
President If He Becomes President 


WASHINGTON — On the 
premise that Richard Nixon 
may be the next President cf 
the' United States, Nixon's 
views on the vice presidency 
become pretty important. 
How7 would Nixon as Presi­ 
dent use his own Vice Presi­ 
dent? 
What is his personal pre­ 
scription for the kind of man 
he would like as a running 
mate? 
After he is nominated, does 
Nixon intend to hand-pick his 
vice presidential candidate or 
will he permit a free voice at 
the convention? 
The answers to the several 
quesiions about the Vice Pres­ 
ident in a possible Nixon ad­ 
ministration can, I think, be 
spelled out quite explicitly. 
QUESTION: W ould Nixon 
use his Vice President the 
way President Eisenhower 
used Nixon? 
ANSWER: Yes, only more 
so. Nixon has said to friends 
that in his view the next Vice 
President should become the 
chief executive subordinate 
under the President and in 
prestige, authority, and influ­ 
ence should rank above even 
the Secretaries o f S t a t e , 
Treasury, or Defense. 
His 
thought would be to make his 
Vice President the first ad­ 
ministrative officer of the 
government, taking in some 
of the high-level duties Sher­ 
man Adams used to perofrm. 
should also be the Presi­ 
dent’s trouble-shooter when­ 
ever there were important un- 
resolved problems within a 
department — plus periodical 
foreign missions. 
QUESTION: How would 
Nixon describe the kind of 
Vice President he would 
like? 
ANSWER: B a s i c a l l y , h e 
wants a running mate who 
could meet the foregoing job 
description. His q u a l i t i e s 
should be: (1) unquestioned 
loyalty to the President; (2) 
dose identity of views be- 


tween them; 
(3) sufficiently 
healthy and vigorous to dis­ 
charge the multitude of largo 
assignments he has in mind 
for him. 
QUESTION: Has the Vice 
President made up his mind 
whom he would like the 
convention to name as hil 
running mate? 


ANSWER: I feel sure tho 
answer is no, that he will not 
have a final decision until 
near the middle of the con­ 
vention. 


At this stage Nixon is quite 
open-minded. He knows that 
his job description fits former 
Gov. Thomas Dewey like a 
glove, but he doubts that he 
could persuade Dewey to ac­ 
cept. Further, if the conven­ 
tion and the governor of New 
York are of the same mind, 
he would be delighted to have 
Nelson Rockefeller on a Nix­ 
on - Rockefeller 
ticket.

Quentin Prison as a function 
of the county superintendent of 
schools’ office last night, and 
signed a contract to carry on 
the program during 1960-61. 
The contract calls for spend­ 
ing up to $193.342 in the fiscal 
y ear starting July 1. All of this 
amount will he furnished by 
the state and is included in the 
state budget now before Gov. 
E dm u n d G, Brown for signa­ 
ture. 
However, something over $8.- 
000 of it will go directly to the 
county’s school 
service 
fund 
for administration of the pro­

The 
rest 
will go into 
teacher salaries and direct su­ 
pervision costs at the prison.

De Gaulle Gets Warm 


Welcome From British 


LONDON «.^— French Presi­ 
dent Charles de Gaulle's eyes 
dimmed with tears today as 
Queen Elizabeth II and 100.000 
cheering Londoners welcomed 
him to London after an absence 
of almost 16 years. 
His eyes filled at the stirring 
strains of “The Marseillaise,” 
played against a background of 
world and personal history— a 
sweep of events and circum ­ 
stance that could never be lost 
on a man like de Gaulle. 
Sixteen years ago here in 
Londan the tall, starchy gen­ 
eral led the Free French forces, 
battling 
against 
a 
sagging 
enemy and struggling with the 
Allies for recognition as an 
equal. 
The Allies often dis­ 
agreed with him. 
He returned today as presi­ 
dent of the Fifth French Re­ 
public. more powerful than any 
Frenchman of his time.
